But, 
as the Senator property «iy». nothing mnat interfere with the devcl 
opment of the common schools, the community agencies which offer 
so much to the children if backed by the co-operation and support of 
citinma. Democraey here ia vital. Bureaucracy, or any suspicion of 
it, never must disturb, hamper or interfere with this be^t hope of 
those who may not have the advantages of special instruction.

"The Monroe Doctrine contains not 
the slllgjitest hint of a he^enraBy of 
the t'nltPd States. Though circnm- 
stancea have in the past compelled us.

certain territories to the souili. our 
policy Is not imperialistic. We deem 
tbe indepandence and equal rights of 
*lie snalleat and weakest member of 
the family of nations entitled to u 
-nuch respect as those of the greatest 
empire; declared Mr. Root, In 1906, 
and we deem the observance of that 
respect the chief ^lla^anl.■e (if tbe 
weak against the oiipressloii of Ihn 
strong. We neither claim nor desire 
any rights, or lirivlleges. or powers 
that wo do not freely concede to every 
American repnblto.' It Is only that 
chronic wrong-doing, or an Impotence 
which results in a general kxweaing 
ot the ties of civilized society' which 
'may in America, as clsowliero. ultl- 
nately require intervention by some 
oMlISSd nation, and in the Western
